The ninety ninth Anniversary of Ameri- 


can independence is the finest chance for 
political moralizing that over occurred in 
this country. It surpasses tho next best 
chance which was tho ninety eighth nuuiver- 
sary, aud it won't bo a remote cii'cuinstance 
to the centennial anniversary. Bui with a 
noble self-denial wo throw nwny the really 
magnificent opportunity to explain the ob- 
jocts for which our ancestors fought, and 
tho only moans by which tho political be- 
quests of those ancestors can be defended 
and enjoyed. Moralizing ia peculiarly tho 
. province of tho clorgy, and whoa tho Fourth 
of July occurs on Sunday tho secular editors 
ought to do tho fair thing and give the min- 
isters a chance. Not only will the duties of 
the people bo expounded tomorrow from nil 
our pulpits, but the orator for Monday Is a 
clergyman. It would be as ungenerous for 
us to meddle with the moral aspects of Ihe 
Fourth under Ihes'o circumstances as for a 
gentleman lo rnnke a proposal of marriage 
in leap year. 


IJut iu regard to tbe manner of celebra- 


ting tlio Fourth \vo shall insist ou saying n 
few words. A foreigner spending the day 
in this country would naturally infer that 
nn American's patriotism was located in his 
ears, aud that some Americans had accom- 
modations for nu immense 
amount of 


patriotism. With us Independence day las 
almost ulwaya boon sacred to tho god of 
uoUu. 
Church bells, cannon and ninrtial 


music welcome Ihe rising suu, accompany 
him through Iho day,breaking out into wild 
paroxysms of noise as he reaches tho zenith, 
and they are still in full blast as tho dny 
stnr sinks iu the west and gladly loaves tho 
land where firo crackers nre used for the 
more quiet country whore they are mnde. 


This sort of celebration was natural dur- 


ing and soon after tho war of the revolution, 
but because a boy may be justified iu beat- 
ing tho head out of a drum on Ins birthday 
is no reason why he should celebrate the 
day iu Iho same manner nflcr *ho has at- 
tained to mature yenrs. It is high lime thnt 
wo begnu to give the oye BOIIIO enjoyment 
on the Fourth, This is beginning to bo felt 
and decorations and illuminations nre threat- 
ening tho monopoly that has so long been 
enjoyed by chimed nnd salvos. 
Our own 


committee has very wisely arranged to have 
Col. Be'als of Boston decorate some of tho 
buildings here in that nrtistic style which n 
novice can not expect to rival. This dfenn- 
HUIUU 10 BuustuiHG color lor uoiso shows 
that we are growing civilized, and before 
19T(J we hope thnt the Fourth will be cele- 
brated without cannon or bells.

Beecher won tho sympathy and admiration 
of all and the pity of many. It is nut 
credible that eho attended 
constantly a 


trial in which her husband's purity wan tbo 
iniestion at issue to gratify her own curiosity 
and anxiety. Mrs. Beecher and Mrs. Tiltou 
were placed in tho most painful positions

managers of the defence. They were forced 
upou the stago to highteu tho spectacular 
effect.
